Energy code change is 
effective now 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) has adopted new require- 
ments for energy conservation to be included in the 
State Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The 
new provisions took effect on January 1 and they 
constitute an entire replacement of the current 
Chapter 13, which affects all new commercial and 
high-rise residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, offered a year-long series of training seminars 
offered on the new energy code last year and repeats 
this series beginning next month.. Architects, engi- 
neers, interior designers, contractors and others are 
encouraged to attend. For more information about

Housing and law school 
honored for sustainability 


The Erie-Ellington Homes in Dorchester and the 
Vermont Law School along the banks of the White 
River were honored a few months ago by the BSA 
Committee on the Environment for the embodi- 
ment of sustainable design principles in their design 
and construction. 


The Erie-Ellington Homes is Boston's newest low- 
income rental housing project. It includes 50 homes 
and a community center shaped by leading-edge 
energy and environmental technologies developed by 
the Green Village Company for the Codman Square 
Neighborhood Development Corporation through a 
U.S. Department of Energy Program. Construction 
includes: energy-efficient panelized units; a “tight” 
building envelope to promote comfort; high-quality, 
durable materials such as energy-saving Pella win- 
dows; cementitious siding; EPA energy star-rated 
appliances; and natural linoleum floors. The cost of 
construction, which was done by CWC 
Construction, was $94/sf. 


The Vermont architecture firm of Truex Cullins & 
Partners, working with green building wizard Marc 
Rosenbaum PE. and construction manager H.P. 
Cummings Inc., designed the Vermont Law School's 
new classroom building to incorporate the latest 
electronic and distance-learning technology emerg- 
ing out of environmentally sound construction and 
operation.

Who should get credit for 
design work ? 


In the past decade, 10 major decisions on cases 
brought before the AIA National Ethics Council fo- 
cused on the issue of taking or giving appropriate 
credit for design work. The BSA has assembled a 
full package of information that includes the AIA 
Code of Ethics and all of the written decisions and 
advisory opinions issued by the Ethics Council on 
issues such as inaccurate attribution of credit and the 
failure to give credit, uncompensated design services, 
referral fees and conflicts of interest, misrepresenta- 


tion of qualifications, the withholding of photo- 


graphs and other material from former employees, 
negligent interpretation of zoning regulations, en- 
dorsements and conflicts of interest, employment 
discrimination based on gender, supplanting, the 
failure to get clients’ consents to design changes, the 
use of other architects’ drawings, manufacturers’ in- 
demnifications and conflicts of interest, the failure 
to report employees’ lies or misstatements of qualifi- 
cations, etc. For a copy of this 134-page packet (it’s 
only available by mail), send $40.00 ($20.00 for 
AIA members in Massachusetts) and a 9”x12” SASE 
($3.00) to Ethics Package/RF, BSA, 52 Broad St., 
Boston 02109.

Learning By Design in Massachusetts (LBD) is the 
BSA design education program for Massachusetts 
schoolchildren.

Seeking a new career? 


This is another installment in the periodic 
ChapterLetter feature that focuses on a BSA member 
who has transformed his professional career in a way 
that is significant and of possible value to others consid- 
ering alternative careers. 


The nature of our profession continues to evolve 
rapidly in response to the development of new tech- 
nologies, new practice models, new research on 
architecture and design and new awareness among 
clients of the extraordinary range of services archi- 
tects offer. The development of new AIA Document 
B141 in 1997 accelerated the expansion of the pro- 
fession by clearly articulating what are now known as 
the “expanded services” architects offer...and should 
be paid for. 


Over the past decade, many BSA members have 
altered significantly the way they practice, the kinds 
of services they offer, and the general nature of their 
businesses altogether. One good example of a suc- 
cessful transformation has been that carried out by 
former BSA president Jim Crissman FAIA, 


For several decades, Crissman was one of the found- 
ing partners of a successful firm in Watertown that 
pursued a relatively traditional practice designing 
museums, churches, homes and a variety of other 
institutional, residential and commercial projects. 
About a decade ago, Crissman decided he wanted to 
significantly change his own professional life, left his 
firm, and hung out his shingle as a “consulting archi- 
tect” to client institutions. 


Crissman helps clients identify and hire other archi- 
tects. Since he began to travel this new professional 
road, Crissman’s clients have included a broad range 
of cultural, educational, religious, commercial and 
medical institutions including The Computer 


Museum, the Episcopal Diocese of Massachusetts, 
Saint Mark’s Cathedral in Seattle, Boston’s own 
Trinity Church, the Atsra Research Center in 
Cambridge and the Judge Baker Children’s Center in 


Boston. 


“It has been an extraordinary experience to move 
from one side of the table to the other,” notes 
Crissman, “and part of the delightful transformation 
is the opportunity to work with so many Boston-area 
architects who not only refer clients to me but also 
end up working with me through my clients.” 


Crissman, who annually participates in a Build 
Boston workshop on career alternatives, also estab- 
lished an office of career services at Harvard GSD in 
the early 1990s. “The opportunity to share my expe- 
rience with GSD students and young designers who 
come to Build Boston is not only an opportunity to 
explain my career transformation but also to learn 
how the new generation of architects perceives career 
alternatives,” Crissman noted.
